Alphabetically arranged entries provide the na«^V address, and 
telephone nuiber of each institution as well as the nan^ of a person 
to contact for nore infonation. Special services provided by each 
library are identified. These aa;^ include provisions fojt obtaining 
- laterialis for the visually and physically handicapped a/s well as 
specialized reference services. Also listed are thq institutions* 
iteis of special equipment — electric, large-print, and shield 
/typewriters; opticons; braille writers; magnifiers; tape recorders.

IriMqy 1975, Mrs. 'Eunice Loveioy,\ibrary Development Consultant, 
seW p questionnaire to the 1 15 libranqns.of the post secondary edu- 
colional institutions listed in the 197y\pirectory of Ohio Libraries. 
They were asked to identify the special Services and equipment they 
provide students v\^ho, because of a handico^p, are unable to use 
conventional library materials, and to indicate what features of the 
librar^ building make it accessible to the student on crutches or in 
a whe%hair. Forty libraries responded initially. Ms. Diana Cohen, 
V Assistant to the State Librarian, sent a follow-op letter to each of 
the libraijians who had not replied and followed^hat with a phb^e 
call, This\directory is a compilation of the mforrnqtion which was 
• . collected. Because the situation is constantly changing as more and 
more students with handicaps enter what is being caHed the **main- 
stream," wevwould appreciate it if librarians would nc^fy us of any 
changes in traeir services. 

Services VJepend upon accessibility, and in this r^ard« the 
following stat^nent in the \976 publication of the Ohio^oard of 
Regents, Ser'v/c^s for Pfiys/ca//y Handicapped Studer)ts, is wo^h\con- 
sideration by librarians and others concerned with library senricis: 

Access for dhysically handicapped persons means hpvinarhe 
same entrance or approaches to institutions of learning as\<fo 
other students! Lack of access becomes by definition a barrier\ 
Barriers are obvious deterrents to success. The most obviouls >^ 
, deterrents have been physical and attitudinal barriers, These^ 
physical barrier^ include narrow doojv/qys, steps, buildings 
without elevatori drinking fountains that are too high, narrow 
telephone boothsi inaccessible toilets anjpl dorm facilities. Atti- 
tudinal barriers include misconceptions about the capabilities 
of handicapped persons, rigid medical and pKysical require- 
ments, inflexible cdVricula and testing, and inadequate special 
support services. \ . 

Library resources ar|d services are indisputably an impQrtant 
part of higher education! and this directory indicates that Ohio 
academic libraries are becoming more accessible', but that more 
"^"^^jieedsjo be done. The student who does not have access to this 
resource is doubly handicapped. * \ 

We hope that rehabililtition c9unselors, guidaiVte c9unselors, 
and others iwho advise studeyits.as they make college choices, will 
find this directory a usef ul source of informatiorC^^^a re anxious to 
work with college and university librarians who feel thbt^more 
needs to be done, and encourage, them to contact Mrs. Eunjce
